All theſe were us'd by the Laxutious, but the Temperate 
were content with few, Break faſts were ſcarce us'd by 
any but Children; Dinners likewiſe were made a full Meal 
chely by em, as too! tender to endure Hunger, and by La- 
bourers, in whom the repair of Strength makes Food more 
nexeffary, The better Sort, if they din'd at all, did it but 
flightly. The Merenda was requir?d by the merit * Labour» 
ers, and the Tendernefs of Children. Their Genz or Supper, 
was the only Meal which the better Sort uſually made, und 
unto this were their moſt reſpected Invitations. Their Com:
